Large quantities of potatoes ean 
be treated in tanks in which sev- 
eral crates of tubers can be placed 
at one time. Small amounts can 
and the 
quantities of corrosive sublimate 
and water can be decreased pro- 
portionately. 

Corrosive sublimate is a deadly 
poison. Treated seed can not be 
used for food. This poison cor- 
rodes metal so seed must be treat- 
ed in wooden or concrete .contdin- 
ers. The chemical dissolves slow- 
ly in cold water but rapidly in hot 
water.
